shortly aftac commencing a life 
term on a charge of robbing the U.S, 
mails at Omaha, Nebraska, 
DECLINE TO COMMENT 

Officials at the Embassy declined 
to comment on the news, beyond 
admitting that it was correct and 
that doubtless the department of 
Justice in Washington wished to 
make further investigations. 

While officials here declined to 
discuss details, it is hinted that the 
wide support aroused for Fahey is 
not without influence on the federal 
authorities, and there is a strong 
possibility that Fahey may be turn- 
ed loose on parole. 


When H. M. Collins, U.S. consul 
in Edmonton, was asked regarding 
the above despatch, he said form- 
ally that he had no statement to 
make.

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DOUGLAS’ VIEWS THRILL ALBERTA MEMBERS 


Noted Economist 
Stirs Enthusiasm 


Conquest 


Made in 


A little, stocky, Napole- 
onic man witi an alert eye 
and an even more alert 
brain scored a conquest this 
morning as he surveyed the 
regimented groups in the 
Legislature and unfolded 
his plans for overcoming 
the anomaly of want in the 
midst of plenty. It was the 
day for Major C. H. Doug- 
las, originator of the Doug- 
las plan of Social Credit to 
appear before the Solons of: 
Alberta in committee. 


For a full hour he spoke in 
clear-cut, crisp English, his clear 
phrasing indicating his clear 
thinking as he traced out the his- 
tory of money from the time men 
exchanged cattle and grain, to the 
cotnage of gold and silver, the 
storage of gold with the gold- 
smiths for safe-keeping, the 1is- 
suance of receipts for wealth 
white the wealth itself remained 
in stcrage—the forerunner of our 
nete and cheque system. 

The great discovery—probably 
based in fraud at first but now 
sanctioned by usage and statute, he 
said--was when the goldsmiths 
found they could circulate and sell 
receipts for more wealth than they 
actually had left in storage with 
them, 


WEALTH CREATORS 
AT DISADVANTAGE 


The engineer-economist who had | 


devo‘ed his life to a solution of the 
problem of distribution, pointed out 
the anomaly that those who created 
the real wealth, had no power to 
issue the symbol of wealth and 
means of distribution, while those 


who had the power to issue the | 
symbol of wealth that made .distri- 


bution possible, never produced an 
atom of real wealth. 

He illustrated it by a local mat- 
ter. He pictured the railway be- 
tween Calgary and Edmonion be- 
ing owned by one set of owners, 
and the ticket office being owned 
and operated by an entirely dif- 
ferent set of owners. . If for some 
reason it became imperative that 
people must travel between the 
two points in order to live, chaos 
would result: through the dual 
ownership, A 
He briefly outlined his “A plus B” 


theory, suggested how his plan 
might work in New Zealand from 
whence he recently came, and at 
the afternoon session is to deal di- 
rectly with the applicability of his 
plan of issuing. social credit, to the 
problems of Alberta life, 


NOT MERE REMEDY 
FOR UNEMPLOYMENT 


He made it clear that his plan is 
not put forward as a mere rem- 
edy for unemployment. “A perfect 
economic systém would provide no 
employment at all. We would have 
our wants filled by commodities 
falling from the trees like bananas 
or the sunshine,” he said. 


Money, he. said, was originally 
intended to act as tickets for th 
distribution of goods, and added, 
“We must arrange or prepare for 
increasing the number of tickets 
to be out in use, without them 
being forced to go through the 
turnstile of the factory.” 

“The views of those who would 
offer radical remedies for the pres- 

ent conditions,” he said later, “are 
only listened to by those in high 
financial positions, so that steps can 
be taken to see that they are not 
put into operation.” 

“Parliament,” he told the legis- 
lature, “is not the supreme power 
in society.. The monetary system 
is the supreme power. 

“Laws in regard to finance are 
always for the protection of the 
financial system. Parliament is 
only the tail’ that wags the finan- 
clal dog’—a sally that met with 
applause from the legislators. 

“It doesn't matter much whether 
inflation or deflation is practised 
by the financial controllers. They 
either make loans or call them in, 
because it suits their policy. They 
make money whichever policy they 
adopt.” 


MANY QUESTIONS 
ASKED BY MEMBERS 

Many questions were asked by 
members, to which Major Douglas 
gave brief or extended replies. 

When A. M. Matheson (Vegre- 
ville). asked him if he thought cur- 
tailment of wheat acreage would 
mean reduced purchasing power, 
he said quizzically, “Well, what do 
you think?” 

He expressed the opinion that it 
doesn't matter much whether a cen- 
tral bank is publicly or privately 
owned. Its policy is what matters. 
He said that the world is now in the 
grip of diminishing taxation re- 
turns; that graduated taxation had 
failed to equalize wealth and pov- 
erty and restore adequate distribu- 
tion, and that within six years 
Britain will have six millions out of 
her fourteen million workers un- 
employed, unless steps are taken to 
cure the present economic ills root- 
ed in the inadequacy of purchasing 
power, 

Messrs. Aberhart and Collins of 
Calgary and Mr. Boyd of Edgerton, 
who have testified before the legi- 
slature on the Douglas Social Credit 
system were accorded seats on the 
floor of the House.

NO WORK AT ALL IN 
PERFECT SYSTEM 

The purpose of 
system, said Major Douglas, in 
commencing his argument, was to 
best afford the distribution of goods 
and services. Many people think 
that it is for the elimination of un- 
employment 

“That is not true. The objec- 
tive of the productive system 
and the general economic scheme 
is not to provide employment. 

“The proper objective of the 
economic and social scheme is to 
provide, distribute and deliver 
goods the people may raise so 
that the population of the world 
may be released for other pur- 
Poses,” 

A perfect economic System would 
provide no employment at all. 
People would receive commodities 
without work. They would drop 
down from the heavens like ripe 
bananas, or fall like the glorious 
sunshine. 

Money is nothing whatever but a 
ticket system to help the distribu- 
tion of goods, It is that and noth- 
ing else. 


MONEY ONLY MEDIUM OF 
EXCHANGE AT BEST 

“Money has been defined by Gen. 
Walker, an eminent United States 
economist, as ‘anything, no matter 
of what it is made or why it is| 
wanted, that no one will refuse in 
exchange for goods or services if 
he is a willing seller.’ 

“Let-us go back for a movent to 
ancient days, If a man had cattle,! 
and he wanted grain, he would} 
trade cattle for grain. 

“Then someone mace a disc and 
discs were given the buyer in 
token of the sale if he did not 
want to take the cattle away with 
him immediately. When he 
came for the cattle he would sur- 
render the discs. 

“Thus wealth and money origin- 
ated at the same point, 

“No doubt the first inflation came 
when some bright fellow produced 
discs unrepresented by cattle, and 
we've had a lot of that since then, 
GOLDSMITHS FIRST 
MONEY DEALERS 

“Skip now to the Middle Ages 
when the goldsmiths were the chief 
dealers in money. That was be- 
cause they had the safest vaults, 
and the nobles would bring their 
pieces of gold plate and other valu- 
ables to them for safe keeping. Re- 
ceipts written on parchment were 
given the nobles for their deposits. 

“These receipts were lineal an- 
cestors of today’s notes and the 

goldsmiths were the first bankers. 

“Then the receipts hegan to 
change hands, It was more con- 
venient to pass the receipts from 
hand to hand than the valuables 
themselves. | 

“Here was a development of 
world importance, The power of 

issuing” money was tranferred 
from the owner of the wealth to 
the receiver of the wealth,

“Let 


us come now to 1914 by 
which time this had become a cons. 
vention of the banking and mone- 
tary system, And all of the notes 


and accounts were cashable on des 
mand in some form of solid wealth, 

“Well, it was tried in the 1914 
panic—the panic of Aug. 4, 1914. 
Deposits in the joint stock banks 
of Great Britain amounted to 900 
millions and everybody wanted 
their money back at the same 
time. 

“The banks paid out 300 mil- 
lions in gold—all the gold there 
was. I believe the Bank of Eng- 
land had only 10 millions left and 
the joint stock banks were empty. 
“So 600 millions of receipts were 

out against valuables that did not 
exist. 

“By imperceptible and perhaps 

unconscious process this power has 
been filched by the producing or- 


ganization which produces money 
at its own sweet will. 

“The outstanding feature of tos 
day’s economic system is that we 
do not exchange production. We 
cast our production inio a central 
pool. The general population, 


through a synthetic process, aided 
by the banks, draws out what it 
wants. And the benefits of this 
system are accruing to a steadily 
decreasing number of people, 


CHIEF FACTOR IN 
PRODUCTION NOT LABOR 

“But who does this wealth belong 
to? The answer is, the chief factor 
in production. And what is the 
chief factor in production? 

“Well, the chief factor in produc- 
tion in this modern world is not 
labor, 

“Take 10 men on a desert island 
and take the same 10 men in Mr. 
Ford's factory in Detroit. They 
will produce 10,000 times as much 
in Detroit as on the desert island. 
That is a result of the cultural 
heritage of civilization. 


_ “And who owns this cultural here 
itage? 

“No man can be said to own 
knowledge. It is the common 
knowledge that comes down from 
preceding generations. 

“The tenants for life of the cule 


| tural heritage of civilization are the 


general public—the living race as 
it is today. 

Now if you take your minds back 
again to the original conception of 
money which was the token or 
ticket system issued by the owners 
of wealth, and will also bear in 
mind what I have just been saying 
that wealth in the modern world 
is very largely a result of heritage 
to the general community. The own- 


| ers of the money system, the owners 


of the wealth are the general com- 
munity. They are tenants for life 
of this heritage of civilization. That 
is of course, as some people might 
say, merely an ethical argument, 
But as a matter of fact as a result 
of this excess of production we are 
reaching a point’ where it is an ac- 
tuality at the present time, and one 
which we require to investigate 
That is because of the incveasing 
production and the fact of the de- 
creasing number of operators. I 
think and those with me think with 


| the increasing output every year 


there will be more unemployment 
year by year; for instance working 
along entirely different lines, we 
realize that by about 1940, if the 
production increases in 
Great Britain as uniformly as if 
has done and it is quite likely it 
will increase more rapidly, there 
would only be possible work in 
Great Britain for eight millions out 
of about fourteen million available 
working population. 


INVOLVES NEW IDEA

Now that involves quite a new 
idea in regard to the monetary sys- 
tem. Let us say it means we have 
to at any rate prepare for, if not 
actually arrange for such an evente 
uality. At the present time in the 
older countries we have to arrange 


for it, or perhaps in Canada might 
merely have to prepare for it, I 
would not like to say definitely at 
the moment which would be necesse 
ary, but you will have to arrange 
or prepare for the increasing nume 
ber of tickets for these goods which 
the machinery of civilization can 
produce without it being necessary 
for the receivers of the tickets to 
pass through the turnstiles of the 
factories. In other words you have 
got to get away from the idea that 
the only legitimate grounds for the 
receipts of goods and services is the 
doing of woik. If you introduce any 
principle of that kind into your 
ideas you contravene the first idea 
that I was endeavoring to make 
clear to you, that the objective of 
the purchasing system is to deliver 
and distribute goods and services, 
and not to provide employment, 
And if you have, as you do have, 
all your best friends endeavoring to 
eliminate employment, because that 
is what your best friend is doing 
when he says “I am reducing the 
cost,” he means he is producing 
more goods with less labor, and is 
accumulating more wealth, you 
have to recognize the true meaning 
of arranging the distribution of sere 
vices,

without labor then you will have

OF VETERANS 
IRONED OUT 


Problem of Unemployed 
Membership in Canadian 
Legion Debated 


Old comrads who once stood 
shoulder to shoulder in France and | 
fought a very real foe, appeared to 
be in likelihood of drifting apart 
over imaginary grievances in an 
argument with regard to unemploy- | 
ed membership in the Canadian Le- 


gion, which took place at a regular 
meeting of the Edmonton Branch, 
Canadian Legion, B.E.S.L., in the 
Memorial Hall, Thursday night. 
President I. Stewart-Irvine was in|} 
the chair. | 

After considerable discussion, a 
suggestion from E. Clare Darling | 
that a committee of three from each 
of the two affected parties meet and 
talk over the problems, followed 
by an appeal from President 
Stewart-Irvine, met with general 
approval, and the affair closed on 
a strong note of harmony. 


MANY UNEMPLOYED 

The problem has its beginnings 
in the depression. In addition to 
the regular membership of the 
branch, there is a large member- 
ship of unemployed men who are 
former paid members of the Le-| 
gion or of the original boay, the 
Great War Veterans’ Association 
The latter are not in position to pay 
| dues, and while they have all the! 
| privileges of the Memorial hall, they 
are not allowed to take ar, active 
part in matters of Legion policy. 

Two demands are made by the 
unemployed men---that they have 
an autonomous organization within 
the Legion, and deal with matters 
affecting them 2n their own, and 
also that any veterans, even if they 
were not former tinembers of tae 
Legion or the G. W. V. A,, become 
eligible for unpaid membership in 
the Legion. 

There is also a separate organiza- 
tion of unemployed e:-servicemen, 
but they are not concerned in this 
problem. 

The argument both pro and con, 
was taken part in by regular paid 
members of the Legion only, though 
some of them are also unemployed. 


COMMITTEE OF SIX 

Comrades E. Poole and McVee in- 
itiated a motion that the unem- 
ployed Legionaries be given auton- 
omy, and Comrade Darling then 
moved an amendment calling for a 
committee of six. This committee 
will consist of three following mem- 
bers of the paid members: Com- 
rades Poole, Darling and Fred Deer. 
Three others will be named by the 
unemployed section. 

In speaking to his motion, Com- 
rade Poole reminded the meeting 
that there had been many efforts 
in the past to disrupt the organiz- 
ation. and he did not want to see a 
new move in this direction, He felt, 
therefore, that the unemployed 
members be given autonomy in 
dealing with their problems. 

Comrade Poole ‘said that prac- | 
tically everyone, “even slackers and 
boys of 19,” enjoyed the privileges 
of the Memorial hall, and it was 
only fair that these unfortunate 
veterans should be given some ad- 
ditional mark of recognition by the 
Legion. He was supported by 
Comrade McVee. | 


LEGION RESPONSIBLE 

President Stewart-Irvine denied 
strongly any imputation that there 
was any effort on the part of the 
Legion executive to discriminate 
against these*unfortunate men who 
were victims of the depression. He 
felt, however, that honorary mem- 
bership and privileges of the hall 
should be given to former members 
only. Personally, he had no inten-

SHORTAGE OF 
HORSES FACES 
BRITISH ARMY 


Forced to Mechanization— 
Irish Horse Supply 
Cut Off 


KINGSTON, Ont. April 6—One 


of the big problems the British 


army is faced with today is a short- 
age of horses, said Col. G. R. 
Pearkes, V.C., of the Royal Military 
College staff, speaking on “training 
problems of today inthe British 
army” before the Kingston military 
institute. 

The war office does not know 
where to turn, he said, to get the 
horses that would be necessary in 
case of mobilization and is being 
forced into mechanization of the 
army whether it wants it or not. 
Contributing to this shortage, the 
speaker remarked, was the tariff 
warfare between Britain and the 
Irish Free State. It had knocked 
out Ireland, formerly of great im- 
portance, as a source of horses. 


Justice Desaulniers 
Dies At Montreal 


MONTREAL, April 6.—Mr. Justice 
Gonazalve Desaulnieres, 71, of the 
Superior Court of Montreal, and one 
of French-Canada’s leading liter- 
ateurs, died suddenly here yester- 
day. 

Mr. Justice Desaulniers fell ill at 
the home of a friend and died 
shortly after the seizure. 

Distinguished jurist and a de- 
votee of arts and letters, Mr. Justice 
Desaulniers was widely known in 
many circles in Montreal and 
throughout the province. His liter- 
ary works gained him recognition 
from France and he was named an 
Officer of L'Instruction Publique of 
that country.

Mr. Howson, Liberal leader, has invited the 
members of the legislature to affirm by resolu- 
tion “That in the opinion of this Legislature the 
Central Federal Bank or Bank of Canada now 
being set up by the Federal Government should 
be a publicly owned and operated institution.” 


The resolution is brief, simply-worded, and 
involves nothing more than assertion of the

principle that control of money and credit 
should be in the hands of a public, not a private, 
agency. 

The legislature of British Columbia has 


gone an record unanimously on that principle, 
The legislature of Alberta is offered the oppor- 
tunity to align itself with that of the neighbor- 
ing province in urging the creation of the 
Central Bank as an instrument through which 
the money supply and credit facilities of the 
nation shall be controlled by the nation and in 
the interests of the public. 
COMING EVENTS? 

Premier Brownlee intimated that two meas- 
ures for the relief of distressed farmers may 
be launched at Ottawa: Z 

1, The farmer may be provided with a cheap 
and easy way to go bankrupt; 

2. Mortgage companies may be induced to 
cut down their claims against farm debtors. 

Seeing the majority of western farmers are 
really bankrupt now, a process that would en- 
able them to admit the fact, compromise with 
their creditors, and “start all over again,” is in 
every way desirable. 

And since there is no prospect of mortgage 
debts being paid, it has, long ‘been apparent the 
mortgage companics were only wasting time and 
fooling themselves in refusing or neglecting to 
scale down these obligations to payable pro- 
portions, 

The surprise element is that the Dominion 
Government, which would have nothing to do 
with such “dishonest” proposals for the last 
four years, is now supposedly taking a hand in 
bringing about these debt-settlement arrange- 
ments. Mr. Bennett must be thinking of calling 
a general election next fall. 


“CODES” FOR ALBERTA 


Alberta is going in for “codes”. How many 


time will tell, and with what effect upon the 
stagnant but slightly improved business situa- 
tion, 

Legislation now going through the legis- 
lature provides that when 60 per cent of those 
engaged in any industry want it placed under 
a code, this is to be done. Once under the code, 
no one else may engage in that industry without 
securing a license, and any retail dealer who 
sells for less than the code price is to be fined, 
imprisoned, or otherwise punished. The buyer 
will also be punishable. Carrying on an indus- 
trial enterprise hereafter is to be a special priv- 
ilege in Alberta. 

Premier Brownlee explains the purpose is to 
“help industry in a difficult and trying time.” 

The best and only effective way to help in- 
dustry in this difficult and trying time is to 
put spending money in the pockets of custom- 
ers who would buy its products. Unless that is 
done, coding can only prolong and intensify the 
difficulty. Increasing prices without increasing 
buying power means inevitably less buying, 
more hardship, idle stores and dead industries. 

The legislature could put money in the poc- 
kets of industry's customers by refunding the 
provincial debt, reducing the interest rates, and 
passing the saving along to the public through 
reduced taxation, That is the one way the leg- 
islature can help industry. 

Copying President Roosevelt's “codes” can 
accomplish nothing but harm, unless his fin- 
ance policy is also applied. There is no restor- 
ative power in a restrictive “code”; it can only 
regulate an industry that is “in being’. Buying 
power is the one thing that can restore and sus- 
tain industry. 


A CALL FOR DISALLOWANCE 


“Saturday Night” of Toronto calls upon the 
Dominion Government to disallow the Special 
Powers Act by which the Government of British 
Columbia was given power to do while the leg- 
islature is not in session whatever the legisla- 
ture, when in session, might do to deal with 
“extraordinary conditions respecting business, 
finance, agriculture, industry, municipal gov- 
ernment and unemployment.” 

Three reasons are advanced to support the 
demand for disallowance; that the Act is dras- 
tic; that unless the Act is disallowed the B.C, 
Government may during the recess do things 
which would be disallowed if done by the legis-

lature; and that unless disallowed the Act. will 
be “one more step in the long process of the 
breaking up of the solid Confederation which 
was conceived by the Fathers.” 

With the first two propositions Premier Pat- 
tullo would doubtless agree. To the claim that 
Confederation is in process of being broken 
up, he may counter that this, if true, is not his 
fault nor that of British Columbia. The forces 


it is to save the people and province of British 
Columbia from the devastating consequences 
that he has taken action which has the practical 
effect of keeping the legislature of the prov- 
ince in continuous session. 

That Confederation is being given some scri- 
ous shocks and strains is obvious, but not 
through anything that has been done by British 
Columbia or any of the provinces or their gov- 
ernments. Economic disintegration is the dis- 
turbing factor, and responsibility for the con- 
trol of that factor lies in Ottawa. 

Restricted trade and arbitrarily contracted 
money supply have ruined property values, 
thrown multitudes out of employment, cut pro- 
fits and wages to a fraction. The inevitable re- 
sult is that provinces are unable to meet their 
debt obligations, and are resorting to all sorts 
of emergency expedients to preserve their solv- 
ency, carry on public services, and save the sur- 
viving remnant of their taxpayers from bank- 
ruptcy. 

A fine figure Mr. Bennett would cut disal- 
lowing an Act patterned on his own “blank 
cheque, peace and good order” legislation; and 
enacted by the legislature of a province driven 
to the verge of ruin by his trade-killing tariff 
and ruthless curtailment of the money supply

Within the past week “One of Canada’s 
great newspapers’—one that has been signally 
silent on the subject of the depression and how 
to overcome it—printed on its editorial page a 
significant article. It was captioned “Three 
Meals for a Nickel”. 

The writer tells how he 
gets bones and waste meat 
from a friendly butcher, un- 
der the fiction that they are 
for his dog—“pieces . . . that 
the butcher is afraid to sell” 
—stews them up and makes a 
soup from them. Sometimes 
the menu is varied with other 
delectables—” sometimes, you 
will find the top piece near- 
est to the head of a fish in 
the wastebox. That gives a

It consists of whole wheat 
porridge. To save the cost of milk with the 
porridge the writer recommends one to boil 
down a big bunch of rhubarb with some sugar, 
strain it through the sugar sack and bottle it. 
“A spoonful in a cupful of water will... com- 
pensate you for milk on the porridge and a 
bottle will last for a month, costing six cents.” 

Out of his allowance of a nickel a day for 
three meals, the writer of the article says that 
at the end of a month “there will possibly be 
some few cents left over for a pound of but- 
ter, a chunk of cheese or a dozen eggs.”

Heaven forbid that I should be the one 
to cast a stone at any chap who wants to seek 
the simple life. On more than one occasion in 
this column I've worried the customers with a 
description of my little Paradise Island amid 
the enchanted waterways, where spring salmon 
flash in the rapids, where partridge nest in the 
shallal, deer entice the hunter requiring a five 
foot snake rail fence round the orchard to pro- 
tect the peaches and apples and young walnuts, 
where there are clams for the digging, veg- 
etables for the growing, a trout stream across 
the rapids and building stone and timber and 
firewood beyond all needs. With a tittle money 
for groceries a man might lead a kingly life 
there. There are folk who with rod and gun 
and spade and about $50 worth of groceries a 
year, let the rest of the world go by without any 
regrets or any shortage. 

But this chap whose tale is put forward for 
the edification of readers, doesn’t count on a 
haunch of venison or a deer steak fried on a 
hot pan smeared with an onion. He isn't think- 
ing of a fat grouse or a fine baked stuffed sal- 
mon. He tells his readers: . 

“You need nothing for bones and meat, 
because it is only waste and thousands of 
pounds are thrown in the garbage can every 
week,” 

He's thinking out a way whereby we can 
live on the offal from friendly butchers. 


I'm wondering if there’s any deep signific- 
ance in this urge to live on whole wheat por- 
ridge and bones and waste meat obtainabie 
“for the dog’. It’s no secret that a prominent 
statesman in private conversation, says that 
the people of the west will have to come back 
to where their grandfathers were—learn to 
eat porridge for breakfast and live on a dollar 
a day. Is this the first item in an educational 
campaign to bring up western Canadians in the 
way that wise men in the east think they should 
go? 

Ah, if only the depression could be over- 
come by a general economy in diet and per- 
sonal expenditure! That would be an easy 
discipline. The truth is, that however effec- 


' tive a policy of drastic economy may be for 


individuals here and there, a general policy of 
such cheese-paring economies, would only make 
the depression deeper still. 

We can never starve and stint ourselves out 
of the depression; we can only get out of it 
by liberal buying. 

Obviously even “thousands of pounds” of 
dog bones and waste meat and fish heads “every 
week” wouldn't go very far if the proffered 
policy was generally adopted. Once people 
give up buying T-bone steaks and Join chops 
and salmon steaks, in order to prowl the gar- 
bage heaps for fish heads and bones, there won't 
be many fish heads and dog bones going on the 
dump. The abbatoir men and farmers, live- 
stock buyers and butchers will be added to the 
relief list once the movement to live on “three 
meals for a nickel” become active. Bakers and 
millers will join the out of works when people 
start pounding their own wheat to make por- 
ridge for themselves. 

When people have to wait till the end of 
the month to see if they have from’ their 
nickel a day budget “some few cents left over 
for a pound of butter, a chunk of cheese or a 
dozen eggs”, it will put buttermakers and 
cheesemakers and egg farmers on the bread line. 

Through all the items of individual expendi- 
ture one might go, to show the utter fallacy of 
the idea that the depression can be combat- 
ted by personal economies. 

The depression came because production 
outran purchasing power; it will only be re- 
moved by increasing the purchasing power of 
the masses so that consumption will approxim- 
ate nearer to production,

On a broader field, before the Stevens Com- 
mittee at Ottawa we see the working out of a 
policy of economy. The furniture business of 
Canada is among the highest protected indus- 
tries of the Dominion, It is in receipt of pro- 
tection to the extent of 45 per cent, with spe- 
cial dumping duties in addition in case any 
enemy of the people of Canada should be so 
vicious and diabolic as to want to sell us fur- 
niture below U. S, selling prices. Yet the pol- 
icy of economising on furniture purchases— 
forced on most people in the west through our 
curtailed currency and credit—has resuited in 
this most highly protected industry paying 
sweat shop wages. It brought ruin to worker 
and employer alike in the furniture industry. 

Statesmen and others who want to see the 
west brought back to a dollar a day basis, with 
porridge for breakfast and nothing but work to 
fill the lives of our people, had better take 
ten minutes off some day and do a little think- 
ing on their own account. An individual may 
stint and starve and save, but when a whole

*Spring Soup: 1 cup celery, washed, chopped 
fine; 1 cup parsley, washed, chopped fine; 1 cup 
spinach, washed, chopped fine; 3 tablespoons 
butter; 5 cups water, boiling, seasoning to taste. 

Parsley, celery and spinach may be passed 
through a meat chopper to save time. Put all 
ingredients in the boiling water, cover and boil 
quickly for six minutes. Then serve.

ANSWER—I am very sorry that you did not 
send me your name and address as I would 
then be able to forward to you my article on 
Packing Lunches. I suggest that you try using 
a lunch of cold roast beef, together with salad 
materials such as lettuce and tomatoes which 
are carried packed in wax paper to keep them 
fresh, and you may add a warm cooked non- 
starchy vegetable such as string beans which 
has been kept hot in a thermos bottle. I believe 
that a lunch similar to this will completely satis- 
fy your appetite and at the same time will not 
cause you to feel over-full and loggy. I will be 
glad to see that you get the article on Packing 
Lunches if you will write to me. 

QUESTION—Miss S. A. V., Georgia, writes: 
“Tam a girl of sixteen years of age and I have 
headaches and constipation. Is there any kind 
of sweets that I can eat while I am building up 
my health?” 

ANSWER-I advise that you avoid sweets 
during the time that you are endeavoring to re- 
gain complete good health, and since you say 
that the intestinal elimination has been poor 
for a considerable time, I advise that you write 
to me for some special advice.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1851, Canada 
won a long agitation for control 
of the postal service. Although 
Nova Scotia had been the leader 
in postal reform, the concession 
was first made to the Province of 
Canada, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick having to be content 
with three further months of pos- 
tal servitude. 

It is not generally known that 
this most important concession in 
self-government was largely due | 
to the great Earl of Elgin, our | 
first really constitutional gover- 
nor-general. Up to 1840 the Bri- | 
tish post office had been adamant 
against any concession to the 
colonies, but in that year William 
E. Gladstone became colonial 
secretary and advised that St. | 
Martin's le Grand be relieved of 
the colonial burden. Nothing was, 
however, accomplished until 1847, | 
when Lord Elgin came out bring- 
ing instructions from Earl Grey, 
who had become colonial secretary, | 
to notify the several legislatures 
of the willingness of London to 
hand over the postal service, Be- 
fore Elgin had opportunity to ad- 
vise the legislature of the Prov- 
ince of Canada, action was taken 
by Nova Scotia which brought the 
matter to a head. 

Two days after Elgin'’s arrival 
at Poston, the assembly of Nova | 
Scotia appointed a committee to 


study the postal situation. It 
made a report on March 29, ad- 


vising a conference of the prov- | 
inces, as well as making construc- 
tive proposals as to management, 
rates, etc. On June 30 the Nova 
Scotia proposal for a conference 
was accepted by the Province of 
Canada, soon after Elgin confer- 
red with William Cayley, inspec- 
tor general of Canada, J. W. 
Johnston, solicitor general of Nova

Scotia, and R. L. Hazen, of New 
Brunswick. 

A tentative agreement was ar- 
rived at, the rate of postage from 
and to all the provinces being 
fixed at five cents (three pence), 
and Nova Scotia again took up 
the leadership. On April 4, 1848, 
it adopted a bill to agree to as- 
suming the postal service and 


James B. Uniacke was sent to 
Montreal, where Elgin and the 
executive council accepted the 


Nova Scotia plan, with few vari- 
ations; the assent of New Bruns- 
wick was next obtained; and on 
July 28, 1849, an act was passed 
by the imperial parliament em- 
powering the colonies “to estab- 
lish and maintain a_ system of 
posts” and, most important of all, 
“to appropriate to their own use 
the revenue to be derived there- 
from.” 

The transfer, which took two 
years to effect. was justified by 
results. Since then the history of 
the postal service in Canada, be- 
fore and after confederation, is 
one to be proud of. It has kept 
pace with the growth of the coun- 
try, including the development of 
the west, at the cost of heavy ex- 
pense to the national treasury. 

It is interesting to note in this 
connection that one of the rea- 
sons which induced Gladstone to 
first propose postal autonomy to 
the Canadas was his fear of the 
expense involved in founding a 
mail service to the Soo and to the 
Red River. If any reader’ is real- 
ly interested in the romantic 
story of the Canadian postal ser- 
vice I advise the reading and 
study of “The History of the Post 
Office in North America,” by Wil- 
liam Smith, now long out of print 
but available in many public lib- 
raries.

prices for Canadian foodstuffs is 
in the long and difficult pull for 
freer trade. Possibly this is, for 
the moment, a lost cause in Can- 
ada. The “trend” is toward con- 
trol. There is little doubt that 


Mr. Bennett's docile majority will 
pass his marketing bill, and that 
a large section of the public will 
welcome that event. There is a 
strong possibility that fresh ex- 
periments in controlled market- 
ing will soon be tried in Canada, 
and it is with this prospect in 
mind that the Ottawa bill has to 
be studied. The planners are de- 
termined, and likely, to have 
their innings. This is their prop- 
Osition to the Canadian public. Is 
it a feasible and reasonable one, 
assuming the truth of their pre- 
mise that controlled marketing 
will pull the producers out of 
their troubles? 
J * . 

The features of the Canadian 
bill come sharply to view when 
it is set alongside the _ British 
Farm Marketing Act. There is 
no reason why any Canadian bill 
should be a copy of a British bill, 
but the differences here are worth 

‘noting. The objects of the Brit- 

ish measure, the pet scheme of 
Hon. Walter Elliot, are to pro- 
mote home production, reserve 
the British market for British 
farmers so far as feasible, and 
raise and stabilize farm prices. 
To these ends the British law 
provides for control boards to 
regulate the sale of specified 
products, and for the imposition 
of checks on imports. Three 
schemes are in operation, affect- 
ting milk, pigs and hogs. A fourth 
scheme, for potatoes, is on the 
way. It is the British procedure 
-of initiating these schemes that 
is of interest. First the produc- 
ers must ask for a scheme. Then 
they must be polled. If a two- 
thirds majority favor the plan 
which is submitted in detailed 
form, then the approval of par- 
liament is sought. If parliament 
by resolution endorses the 
scheme, it comes into effect. It 
is run by a board representing 
the industry. If special protection 
against imports is desired, as a 
prop to the scheme and 2 means 
of keeping prices stable, the 
Board of Trade’ holds a_ public 
hearing before a new duty or 
import quota is imposed, 

The proposed Canadian mar- 
keting law, in striking contrast, 
contains not one of these safe- 
guards against dictatorial action 
or action harmful to consumers. 
If parliament passes the bill as 
submitted, it will have no fur- 
ther say in the methods or lim- 
its of control. Jt will hand over, 
in a lump sum, all the legisla- 
tive power it might exercise over 
marketing No parliamentary 
motion will be required to bring 
any control scheme into effect. A 
“representative number” of pro- 
ducers (and a minister at Ottawa 
is to decide what number is 
representative) may ask _ that 
their marketing be federally con- 
trolled, but without any initiative 
action by producers the Govern- 
ment may impose control on any 
branch of the farm industry, No 
poll of producers is thereafter to 
be taken. Control can be applied 
to their business against their 
will, and once that is done they 
cannot get rid of the restrictions. 
They may “petition” Ottawa for 
revoke of their scheme, but Ot- 
tawa decides whether the request 
is to be granted. Control, under 
Mr. Bennett's bill, may be admin- 
istered by bureaucrats outside 
the industry. The bill says noth- 
ing «bout representation of pro- 
ducers on the control boards, 

The bill gives no proper pro- 
tection to consumers. The Gov- 
ernment, without consulting any- 
one, holding hearings or getting 
parliamentary assent, may do 
what .it pleases to restrict im- 
ports. There is provision in the 
bill for inquiry by a committee, 
appointed by the minister, into 
“undue” price spreads, meaning 
“undue” charges or profits for 
handling or processing a natural 
product. Persons who make “un- 
due” charges or profits may be 
prosecuted, but the bill does not 
define “undue,” so that a citizen 
haled into court for an offence 
under this section of the law 
would have no defence, “Undue” 
spreads are simply those which, 
in the opinion of a “committee,” 
are undue. This part of the bill 
is incoherent and unworkable. 

If there is to be experiment in 
controlled marketing under state 
auspices in Canada, the test 
should be conducted within ra- 
tional limits, with as little 
abridgement of liberty as pos- 
sible, and with due regard to the 
wishes and interests of producers 
and the public generally. The 
bill before parliament offends 
under each head, It is an out- 
right and final grant of power to 
the Dominion Government, de- 
nuding parliament of all rights. 
It places farmers and others at 
the mercy of bureaucrats and 
leaves them powerless to shake 
off control, It permits restric- 
tion of imports by any known 
device, tariffs, quotas or em- 
bargoes, on the Government's 
own initiative and without con- 
sultation of the interested parties,

The best discards from East's hand 
are a single diamond so to preserve 
his Q-10-8 of that suit, then either 
let go a single low club (retaining 
3 clubs and a lone heart) or let go 
all his hearts and retain 4 clubs. 
In the end the two alternative 
methods of discarding from the 
East hand will have the same re- 
sult. 

Suppose East retains 3 diamonds, 
3 clubs and a heart, The declarer 
may do either of two things. He 
may run off 4 clubs, forcing East 
to let go his heart to prevent South 
from making a grand slam, and give 
East a final trick in diamonds, or 
the declarer may take 2 diamond 
tricks in dummy and then run off 4 
clubs, giving West the thirteenth 
trick with a heart. 

The normal discards for East are 
a single diamond and all his hearts. 
The declarer then will run off 3 
club tricks, give East a trick in that 
suit, and oblige East to lead up to 
dummy in diamonds, which will 
result in a small slam. There is no 
way in which East and West can 
avoid a small slam at no truimps, 
if West's opening lead is a heart.

Glidden 


The ancient form of this surname 
was Gladisfen, and was derived 
from the verb “to gladden.” Appar- 
ently, the Gliddens were early 
noted for their sunny dispositions. 

The Glidden family traces its 
lineage from Osbert de Gladisfen 
and William Gernon Gladisfen of 
County Essex,. England. 

The founder of the Glidden fam- 
ily in America was Charles, who 
was born in 1630, in Glidden, Hamp- 
shire County, England.

WINNIPEG, Man., April 6—They're booked to be labelled run- 
ners-up in the Canadian amateur hockey almanac, but on their 
showing here last night Edmonton Athletic Club juniors are second 
to none in the Dominion.

They actually outplayed the great easterners for more 
than three periods of the thrilling battle and only bad breaks pre- 
vented them from prolonging the Memorial Cup series and making 
a third game necessary. 

A questionable penalty tacked on Neil Colville just as the time 
keeper's bell sounded to end the first ten minutes of overtime was a 
major factor in the defeat of Edmonton, Neil, of course, was in the 
penalty box when the second extra session started and while he 
fumed on the sidelines blond Art Jackson banged in Johnny Ache- 
son's pass to snap the 4-4 deadlock and send St, Mike's into a 5-4 
lead.

They Fight Bravely 

E.A.C.’s fought all the harder after Harvey Jackson's kid brother 
shot in goal, but try as they did they could not get a single break. 
Edmonton sent five men behind the Toronto blue-line and poured 
rubber at Goalie Teno from all sides and angles and they almost 
scored on several occasions. 

St. Mike's began to weaken under the pressure and to relieve it 
they began shooting the puck the length of the ice, E.A.C.’s con- 
tinued to carry the play into Toronto territory and it was while five 
Albertans were battling behind the Collegians’ blue-line that “Pep” 
Kelly broke away and had clear sailing for St. Mike's sixth goal 
and the last of the game. 

Seventeen-year-old Mac Colville, who uncovered such a game 
here Jast night that several professional scouts were on his trail, shot 
Edmonton into a lead just past the five-minute mark in the first 
period. Three minutes later Johnny Acheson, tall eastern wingman, 
equalized and then Neil Colville stick-handled through the entire 
Toronto team and gave Goalie Teno no chance with a blazing shot. 


Fighting Albertans 


Fans went wild when E.A.C.’s assumed their 2-1 lead, but St. 
Mike's came right back to tie the count as Art Jackson gave Nick 
Metz a perfect opening on left wing. A little later “Pep” Kelly 
managed to swerve varound the left side of Edmonton’s defence and 
give St. Mike's a 3-2 lead, which they carried into the second period, 
although hard pressed by the fighting Albertans, 

The second period was all'Edmonton, but St. Mike's happened to 
capitalize on one opening to score and move into a 4-2 lead. Carri- 
gan’s charges failed to get any sort of a break or might have tied 
the score before the period ended. 

When they came out for the third sessiqn, it was do or die for 
Edmonton, and the westerners most certainly did not’die. For ten 
minutes St. Mike's were able to keep them from scoring, but to hold

WHO'S AWAY? — BALL UNFIT 
FOR PLAY 
The Rules of Golf Coramittee de- 


votes Rule 7 to prescribing the or- 


der in which golf balls “in play” 
shall be played. And this year the 
rule is amended to take care of the 


hundred to ene chance that the 
two balls shall be an exact equal 
distance from the hole. When this 
happens, the option of playing 
first shall be decided by lot, in 
other words by tossing a coin 

The rule governing order of play 
says: The ball farther from the 
hole shall be played first. Through 
the Green or in a hazard if a player 
play when his oponent should have 
done so, the opponent may at once 
recall the stroke, and a ball shall 
be dropped without penalty as near 
as possible to the place from which 
the previous stroke was played 

Concerning playing out of order 
from the teeing ground, the rule 
says: If a player play when his op- 
ponent should have had the honor, 
or play a ball from outside the 
limits of the teeing ground, the ball 
may at once be recalled by the op- 
posing side and may be re-teed 
without penalty, That rule, how- 
ever, applies to match play only. 

Stroke Rule 7, governning medal 
play, says: ‘The honor shall be 
taken as in match play but if a 
competitor by mistake plays out of 
turn, no penalty shall be incurred 
and the stroke cannot be recalled. 
However, in medal play, if a player 
plays his hall from outside the lim- 
its of the teeing ground, he must 
count that stroke, tee a ball and 
play his second stroke from within 
these limits, under penalty of dis- 
qualification. 

In Match+play, on the putting 
green if a played play when his 
opponent should have done so, the 
stroke must at once be recalled by 
the opponent and the ball replaced. 
In Medal play, when both balls are 
on the putting green, the ball near- 
er the hole may be either played 
or lifted under the rules before the 
ball farther away is played 

The Rules of Golf Committee has 
also re-written that clause concern- 
ing a ball which becomes unfit for 
play and has deleted any reference 
fo a ball breaking into separate 
pieces, when one was permitted to 
drop a ball “where any piece lie.” 

The new rule (24) simply states: 
If a ball be so damaged as to be 
unfit for play, the player may 
change it on intimating to his op- 
ponent his intention to do so. Mud 
adhering to a ball shall not be con- 
sidered as making it unfit for play, 

This rule would appear to leave 
the decision as to when a ball be- 
comes “unfit for play’ in the hands 
of the player who need only inti- 
mate to his opponent his intention 
of changing his ball because it has 
become damaged. 1 recall hearing 
of an incident in a _ provincial 
championship not many years ago 
when a player, whose ball had be- 
come badly cut up in his attempts 
to play it from the rough, desired 
to make a change because putting 
with that ball was impossible. The 
referee ruled that the hole must be 
played out with the ball as it was, 
and the player, unable to putt, lost 
the hole. That hardly seemed fair 
but without question the referee 
made the ruling as he saw it and 
his was the final word. Perhaps 
the amended rule will remove 
some of these difficulties,

Anne, moved a resolution “that 
it would be in the public interest to 
establish the office of public trus- 
tee in Alberta based upon similar 
lines to that of the Public Trust 
office of New Zealand and that the 
government be requested to have an 
Act for such purpose prepared and 
submitted to this assembly during 
the present session.”
